The Keeneland Fall Yearling Sales 


Head for 


During the course of last week’s yearling 
auctions conducted at Keeneland by the 
Breeders’ Sales Company. an observer got 
the impression that the 1952. offerings 
were lesser in quality and higher in price. 

The suggestion that the market was off 
in quality was caused by the fact that no 
outstandng group was offered this year 
that compared with the consignment sold 
by Leslie Combs I in 1951, made up of 
23 yearlings which averaged $15.174. But 
except for this difference. the 1952 fall 
yearling crop had approximately the same 
credentials as last fall’s yearlings. The 
net result was that the 1952 auctions 
totaled $1.224.450 for 552 head. an aver- 
age of $2.218. 

Last year 646 yearlings sold for $1.504.- 
500. average $2.329. (Without the Combs 
consignment. 623 yearlings brought $1.- 
155.500. average $1.855. ) 

The decline in average was $111. or 
than one-half of 1 per cent. The 
decline in numbers was 94, or 14 per 
cent. Colts brought $809.350. an average 
of $2.964 for 273. Fillies brought $415.100. 
an average of $1.488 for 279. The average 
price of colts increased by $204. or nearly 


less 


$1,224,450, an Average of $2,218 


1 per cent. over 1951. The average price 
of fillies decreased by $425, or 22 per cent 
from last year. It was the first time since 
1949 that fewer than 600 yearlings were 
vold at a Keeneland Fall Sale. 

The strength of the market (see break- 
down by price categories on page 1000) 
lay in the price range up to $3.000, and 
between $5.100 and $10.000. Last year. a 
bid of $6.500 or less would have bought 
95 per cent of the yearlings brought into 
the ring. This year a man had to raise his 
bid to $7.200 to have a chance at compar- 
able yearlings.

The tabulations above are designed 
to indicate. more clearly than averages 
can do, the trend of prices in the fall 


sale of yearlings at Keeneland. 


The principal difference. insofar as 
big prices are concerned, between this 
year’s sale and last year’s lay in the 
fact that the 1952 catalogue included 
no consignment such as the group 
(purchased from Maine Chance Farm) 
sold by Leslie Combs II last fall. Even 
so, the number of yearlings sold at 
prices above $10,000 this year was 1.8 
per cent of the total, as compared with 


2.2 per cent last year. 


Assuming that this difference was 
accounted for by the difference in the 
catalogue, the general shift of the mar- 
ket was slightly upward. A smaller per- 
centage of yearlings was sold in the 
lowest price group and a larger per- 
centage in the group from $5.100 to 
$10,000. Actually more yearlings, and 
necessarily a higher percentage, were 
sold at prices above $5,000 than was 
the case in 1951. 


The cumulative table clearly shows 
the upward drift. Last year 10 per cent 
of the yearlings sold could have been 
purchased without going above $400; 
this year the minimum bid for the bot- 
tom 10 per cent was $500. Despite the 
difference in the catalogue, it took a 
higher bid last week to purchase one 
of the yearlings in the top 5 or 10 per 
cent of the sale than was necessary in 
1951.

At Louisville 


Tom Young, director of the racing plant 
at Churchill Downs. was guest of honor, 
and Miss Rebecca Edwards. head of the 
Thoroughbred Secretarial Company and 
executive secretary of the National Asso- 
ciation of Thoroughbred Breeders. was the 
principal speaker November 1 at the 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders Asso- 
ciation’s Ladies Night party. 

Nearly two hundred members and guests 
attended the party at the Brown Hotel, 
Louisville. after the running of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes. Clifford Lussky, 
association president, welcomed the guests. 
Lincoln Plaut was master of ceremonies. 

Mr. Young, who has been associated 
with Churchill Downs for 41 years. was 
praised by Mr. Plaut and other speakers 
for his work at the Downs and in civic 
enterprises in Louisville. A silver bowl, 
presented as a gift from “friends on the 
back side.” was given to Mr. Young. In 
response. he said he felt that his entire life 
had been with Churchill Downs and he 
wanted to say at least “one grand word” 
for his “old boss.” the late Col. Matt 
Winn. “I think the Kentucky Derby will 
go on to even greater things.” he said. 
“The directers of Churchill Downs are 
more horse-minded than ever before.” The 
Derby was worth $4,000 and there were 
24 boxes and 2.300 available for 
Derby crowds when Mr. Young became 
associated with the Downs, he said. 

Miss Edwards’ subject was “Analogies 
Between Racing and Society.” She said 
“the structure of racing is a miniature of 
the economic factors and of the mores 
which temper our lives in our complex 
world.” She pointed towerd constructive 
contributions women could meke in the 
Thoroughbred industry. and said. “perhaps 
the real challenge of racing is to improve 
the breed of mankind. It is your decision 
whether you and your child will be stakes 
winners or selling platers.” 

In paying tribute to the memory of Joe 
H. Palmer. Miss Edwards called him 
“our fleetest writer.” and predicted that 
his works would become collectors’ items. 
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Joe Palmer had a heart attack in the 
early morning hours of October 31 at his 
home in Malverne, Long Island. The doctor 
told him to stay in bed until he could be 
given a more thorough examination. Short- 
ly after 2 o'clock that afternoon there was 
a more violent attack. In ten minutes Joe 
Palmer was dead. 


In the spring of 1934 Joe had written us 
from Ann Arbor: “Do you not ever let any 
of your children go in for advanced de- 
vrees in English. It doesn’t matter whether 
they are bred for distance or speed: the 
course was built for an immortal. not for 
a being governed by time.” 

That summer, his mind still set upon 
the degree which would have made him 
Dr. Palmer, he worked for The Blood- 
Horse. He was among old friends. He 
found the daily round of duty congenial 
and stimulating. He relished Tom Crom- 
well’s recollections of old men. old horses. 
and the stratagems of an older day. . 

In two months there was a decision to 
make. 

One day we walked down Walnut Street. 
discussing the problem. Assuming that he 
gave up the degree and remained with The 
Blood-Horse, we gave him our best guess 
as to the probabilities. as we have a way 
of doing. He elected to stay, and far ex- 
ceeded the probabilities, as he would have 
done in whatever field he chose. 

Joe had been born in Lexington on Oc- 
tober 18. 1904. and had grown up there 
and in nearby Georgetown. where his 
father had set up a camera shop. He was 
graduated from the University of Ken- 
tucky, took his M. A. degree there in 1928. 
and taught classes in English there and 
later at the University of Michigan. where 
he went to complete his graduate work. 
The Phi Beta Kappa key he wore (or 
rather, had) was something unique and 
wonderful to his later friends in the press 
boxes. His earlier friends. on the campus 
and off, thought little of it; for them it 
would have been something unique and 
outrageous if he had not had it. 

The journalism of racing intrigued Joe 
at once. He moved carefully and incon- 
spicuously while he studied the back- 
ground of racing and breeding and en- 
larged his acquaintance with the current 
scene and the current actors. His confi- 
dence established, he soon became the 
liveliest writer in racing, with an extra- 
ordinary capacity for forging sentences 
into probes and scalpels for illustrating 
the anatomy and physiology of racing and 
breeding. 

In October, 1935, when the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association pur- 
chased The Blood-Horse from its founder, 
Thomas B. Cromwell, Joe Palmer was 
made business manager as well as asso- 
ciate editor. His duties on the business 
side he handled well, but most of his time

he saved for research and writing. As his 
reputation grew, he began to receive offers 
from other organizations. Some of these 
he turned down without even knowing 
what salary he would have received. He 
was reluctant to leave Lexington. where 
he had many attachments and now had 
established a home. He had been married 
in the summer of 1935 to Miss Mary Cole 
Holloway. and they had two sons, Joseph 
Holloway and Stephen Noland Palmer. 

Finally the offers from the outside ex- 
ceeded his prospects at The Blood-Horse 
by such a margin that he felt he owed his 
family an obligation to accept them. In 
September. 1944. he became executive 
secretary of the American Trainers Asso- 
ciation. But it was his towering ability as 
a writer which continued to direct his 
course. He wrote the annual American 
Race Horse series from 1944 until his 
death. never allowed his column in The 
Blood-Horse to lapse. and took on other 
assignments as a writer. In February. 1946, 
he joined the staff of the Herald Tribune 
in New York City. and. with more readers 
than ever before. was soon generally rec- 
ognized as the best informed. the most 
incisive Turf writer in America. whose 
phrases had the rhythmic slash and thrust 
of Cyrano’s blade. 

Fiercely independent as he was. it wes 
fortunate that the two of us could always 
look at the same assortment of facts in 
racing and come up with the same general 
conclusion, and this remained true long 
after we had lost the privilege of day-by- 
day discussion of the issues, It was fortu- 
nate for us because. though it was good to 
play Horatius at the bridge and swing a 
stubby broadsword at an imaginary world 
of error. it would have been no fun if Joe 
Palmer’s rapier had been on the other 
side. 


While he remained with The Blood- 
Horse, Palmer was the special delight of 
a rather small audience. Once established 
in New York and recognized by many as 
the most entertaining and most provocative 
writer in his field, he began to receive 
new demands upon his time. He went into 
broadcasting, special articles for the slick- 
paper magazines, extra columns for other 
publications. He was in demand as a 
speaker and master of ceremonies, and 
above all as a guest and companion. 

In the summer of 1930 we had left New 
York and returned to Kentucky, on the 
theory that we would live longer, and 
more happily, outside the competitive ten- 
sions of the metropolis. It did not occur 
to us to be concerned that our friend was 
moving in the other direction. He was big, 
strong. resourceful, confident beyond the 
touch of worry. capable of turning out 
great stacks of work with amazing ease. 
He worked hard, he played hard, and 
though the work and play became _pro- 
gressively harder he tore on through with 
an everlasting gusto, and was never late 
with a line of copy. 

He and his wife came to Lexington the 
week before his death for the Thorough- 
bred Club’s dinner honoring John B. 
Campbell. Joe was master of ceremonies, 
sharp as ever, poised and charming, de- 
spite the cold that rumbled in his voice 
and beaded his face with the sweat of 
sickness. “I'll be all right.” he said, and 
went back to the routine through which he 
strode like a Titan. Thursday afternoon 
he was at Jamaica. Late that night he got 
his first warning about his heart. Even 
then he did not accept it; he would be 
back at the races Saturday. he insisted. 
But the golden cord was broken. The 
keenest ear in racing would never hear 
the bugle again. The sharpest pen had 
probed its last illusion. Joseph Hill Palmer 
was dead at the age of 48, and like young 
Lycidas. had not left his peer. 

In the newspapers, on the air, and in 
private communications were many trib- 
utes of appreciation for Joe Palmer’s 
unique and irreplaceable skill and service. 
At the Empire City-at-Jamaica meeting 
the day after his death the flags were 
dipped to the strains of My Old Kentucky 
Home and the crowd of 30,000 stood to 
honor the writer whose lash had been 
used against both the crowd and the man- 
agement, but so skilfully used that it 
tickled even as it cut. 


The funeral was held the afternoon of 
Tuesday, November 4, at Lexington, and 
burial was in the Lexington cemetery. 
Dr. Jesse Herrmann of the Second Presby- 
terian Church conducted the services. 
The pallbearers were William Passen, 
Red Smith, George B. Leach, Gayle 
Mohney, J. A. Estes, and Van Cleve Stears.

The veteran Moonrush established a new track 


record in winning the Bay Meadows Handicap for 
the third time: he had won the event previously in 
1949 and 1951. Seabiscuit was the only other 
horse that had been able to win that race as many 


as two times. Moonrush’s share of the stakes, 
$33,350. raised his lifetime earnings to $414,280 


and placed him 14th on the list of American money 
winners. 

Moonrush’s time for the 144 miles was 2:01%5. 
That was one of four new track records set at 
Bay Meadows that afternoon. In the race which 
preceded the Bay Meadows Handicap, Big Noise 
ran six furlongs in 1:0995, and in the race which 
followed Moonrush’s victory, Chiflado set a new 
track record of 2:3125 for 1% miles. The other 
new track record was for a quarter-mile race 
which Johnny Dial ran in :22 1/10. 

After following War Rings’ pace for the first 
mile. Moonrush took command in the stretch and 
held off Two Lea’s late bid, Two Lea, which was 
running in four bandages, was about fourth during 
mest of the race, but moved up in the stretch to 
finish a half-length behind the winner. Under the 
actual top-weight of 126 pounds, Two Lea was 
giving Moonrush 14 pounds by the scale and 11 


pounds by the scale to the third-place Grantor, 
which had run just behind the leaders throughout 
the race. It was the last race for the 6-year-old Two 
Lea as she will be retired to the stud for 1953. 

Moonrush’s sire, the 16-year-old *Hunters Moon 
IV. was consigned to the recent Maryland Fall 
Sales by Christopher T. Chenery and was pur- 
chased by Janon Fisher Jr., agent. Little Tempest, 
Moonrush’s 2-year-old half brother (by Burning 
Dreem) became a winner (at the Empire City-at- 
Jamaica meeting) the day before the Bay Meadows 
Handicap was run.

After beating Prince Dare by a neck in Laurel 
Park’s Spalding Lowe Jenkins Stakes, Royal Bay 
Gem had to wait for a stewards’ inquiry before being 
declared the official winner. Royal Bay Gem trailed 
the six-horse field for the first half-mile of the Lya- 
mile race, and then eircled to the front at the 
stretch turn. Prince Dare raced up with Royal Bay 
Gem in the stretch, but was unable to take the 
lead. At the claim that Royal Bay Gem had moved 
out on Prince Dare in the stretch. the stewards 
stated that the slight brushing at that point was 
insufficient reason for a disqualification, The third- 
place V-Two finished lengths behind the 
first’ pair. 

Foaled May 6. 1950, Royal Bay Gem was bred 
by Warner L. Jones Jr. of Hermitage Farm, 
Goshen, Ky. Mr. Jones consigned the son of *Royal 
Gem IT to the 1951 Keeneland Summer Sales, where 
he was purehased by Eugene Constantin Jr. for 
$7.500. Racing for Mr. Constantin, Royal Bay Gem 
had won two of his 19 starts prior to the Spald- 
ing Lowe Jenkins Stakes. In his last previous race, 
which was over the same track as the Spalding 
Lowe Jenkins, he won by nine lengths.

Leading from. start to finish, Grecian Queen 
registered her third stakes win of the season in 
Empire City-at-Jamaica’s Demoiselle Stakes.

The other stakes placings which have 
helped raise the 2-year-old filly’s earnings to $63,850 
were a second in the Spinaway Stakes, and thirds 
in the Matron and the Frizette Stakes, 

The favored Tritium moved into second place on 
the final turn, but finished third as Ballerina wore 
her down in the stretch. There were seven lengths 
between the first three fillies and the rest of the 
field. All of the fillies carried 119 pounds except 
Tritium, which got a five-pound allowance because 
neither her sire nor dam had a winner at the time 
of the stakes closing. The defeat was the first for 
Tritium. winner of her two previous races, including 
the Selima Stakes in which she finished 19 lengths 
in front of the unplaced Ballerina at level weights.

General 
Staff accounted for exactly the same amount of 
money that he brought as a yearling when he went 
under Auctioneer Humphrey Finney’s hammer at 
a Pimlico infield sale in 1949, Larry S. MacPhail 
gave $25.000 at that dispersal of the Crispin Ogle- 
bay Estate’s horses for the son of “Mahmoud, 
which now has won $153.800.

Because of his win in the Breeders’ Futurity at 
Keeneland a week earlier. the son of Count Fleet 
carried 122 pounds and was giving six pounds to 
each of the other starters. 

Straight) Face took the lead) from Dixiana’s 
Rerseem before coming out of the chute onto the 
main track and was never threatened. Dixiana’s 
Spy Defense. a son of the 1933 Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes winner Mata Hari, took up the chase 
going into the far turn as Berseem dropped back 
to third. Straight Face was ridden out to the 
wire and Spy Defense was 4% lengths behind at 
the wire. Berseem  finizhed another length back 
for third money.

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The Sale of Breeding Stock at Keeneland 
First 4 Sessions: 282 Head Brought $659,750, Avg. $2,239 


At the time the Blood-Horse went to 
press this week, four sessions—two on 
Monday. two on Tuesday—had been held 
at the annual fall sale of breeding stock 
and other horses conducted at Keeneland 
by the Breeders’ Sales Company. Through 
that point, with two sessions remaining. 
282 horses had been sold for $659,759. 
average $2.339. By categories the sales 
went: 5 stallions. $25.000, average $5.000; 
204 broedmares. $530,550. average $2.600: 
62 weanlings. $66.950. average $1.079; and 
11 horses of other classifications, $37,250. 
average $3.386. 

Last year. in eight sessions 429 horses 
brought $1.517.800, average $3.538. How- 
ever. this included a draft of broodmares 
from Coldstream Stud, which weighted the 
figures heavily. Excluding the Coldstream 
mares, which averaged $20,635 for 48 
head, the 1952 sale seemed equally as 
strong as the 1951 auctions. 

The summaries for the first four ses- 
sions follow. Wednesday’s summaries will 
be published next week, along with over- 
all totals and averages. 


Monday Afternoon, November 3 


The first of the six sessions devoted to 
the sale of breeding stock and other Thor- 
oughbreds opened on a selective note. Four 
horses went through the ring without draw- 
ing bids, and thus their registration papers 
were taken up. (In the following summary, 
these horses are marked “Passed out.”) 
Several others reached only the minimum 
bid of $100. A total of 69 horses brought 
$142.650. average $2.067. The breakdown: 
48 broodmares for $117,100. average 
$2.439: 14 weanlings for $18.050, average 
$1.289: 2 stallions for $4,500, average 
$2.250: and 5 others of miscellaneous 
classification, $3.000, average $600. 

The high price of the session was 
$27.000. which Mrs, Edward S. Moore’s 
Circle M Farm paid for Justin Funk- 
houser’s Price Level. stakes-winning 
mare in foal to Noble Impulse. Greentree 
Farm paid $18,000 for Open Question, a 
winning half sister. by *Bahram. to Next 
Move.

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OBITUARY 


Robert C. McGarvey 


Robert Cornelius McGarvey. 64. died in 
a hospital at Joliet. Ill. on the night of 
October 30. He had been stricken by a 
heart attack a few days earlier. and it 
had been theught that his condition was 
improving. 

Bob McGarvey was one of the most 
astute horsemen of the present era. He 
obtained his first license as a trainer in 
1911. after having served an apprentice- 
ship under his father. who was an itiner- 
ant horse trader. His first winner was 
Shrewsbury. at Hot Springs on March 30, 
1916. After that horses trained by him 
raced with considerable success. especially 
in the Chicago area. He was especially 
gifted at selecting young racing prospects, 
and reportedly paid more attention to con- 
formation and soundness than he did to 
pedigree. Among his patrons were Mr. and 
Mrs. John D. Hertz. Stuyvesant Peabody, 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars. and most recently, 
Mr. and Mrs. Emil Denemark. 

When he was training the Hertz stable 
it included Anita Peabody and Reigh 
Count. then 2-year-olds. Before their 3- 
year-old year. however. he relinquish- 
ed the Hertz horses and took charge of 
Mr. Peabody’s horses. In that year, 1928, 
he sent out the first of seven starters 
trained by him for the Kentucky Derby. 
This one was Marty Flynn, which finished 
unplaced behind Reigh Count. Among the 
best horses trained by Mr. McGarvey 
were those of Mrs. Mars’ Milky Way Farm 
Stable. including Whiskolo and Reaping 
Reward. both of which finished third in 
the Derby; the very fast Sky Larking, 
which broke a leg as a 2-year-old (“I 
guess Sky Larking was the fastest horse I 
ever trained . . .”): The Fighter, San- 
ereal. Tiger. Case Ace. Dinner Date, For- 
ever Yours. Military. and Mountain Ridge. 
He won the Latonia Derby with Reaping 
Reward. 

For the last few vears Mr. McGarvey 
had trained the Denemark with 
considerable success. Stakes winners in 
the stable included Curtice. Red Curtice. 
Ruhe. Provocative. Futuramatic. Mals Boy. 
Bullish. and Feudin Fightin. 

Mr. McGarvey was born at Lacon, HL. 
on October 2. 1888. He was buried at 
Elmhurst. Survivors include his widow 
and two sisters.

Owsley Brown 


Owsley Brown. Thoroughbred owner 
and breeder. died October 31 in the Nor- 
ton Infirmary at Louisville. Mr. Brown. 
who had been chairman of the board of 
the Brown-Forman Distilling Corporation 
since he retired from the presidency of 
the company in 1945. operated Woodlawn 
Farm near Louisville. His small stable had 


campaigned at the recent Churchill Downs 
meeting where the homebred Dover Coast 
was a winner. 

Mr. Brown, who was 73, is survived by 
his daughter, Mrs. Amelia Brown Frazier: 
two sons. W. Lyons Brown and George 
Garvin Brown II; a brother. Robinson S. 
Brown; two sisters. Mrs. Howard Ham- 
mond and Mrs. Thomas H. Payne: and 
nine grandchildren. 


STUD NEWS 


Death of Jean Valjean 


At Keeneland Stud. Lexington. where 
he was foaled 26 years ago. the stallion 
Jean Valjean died October 20. He was 
buried in the graveyard on the place. near 
his dam, Jeanne Bowdre. Jean Valjean. 
blind almost since the beginning of his 
stud career in 1931. will have a few reg- 
istered foals of 1952. but no mares were 
sent to him this year. 

Bred by the late J. O. and G. H. Keene. 
Jean Valjean was a handsome chestnut 
horse by *Stefan the Great out of the 
good race mare Jeanne Bowdre. by Luke 
McLuke out of *Black Brocade. by Neil 
Gow. A highly promising 2-vear-old. he 
was pitted against high-class company 
and finished his first season a maiden. He 
was reported to have been suffering from 
a fever when he was beaten a nose by 
Blue Larkspur in the National Stallion 
Stakes. Whether the race affected him 
adversely or not. he did not run so well 
again. Later in the year he was caught 
in the stretch by Neddie and beaten into 
second place in the Johnson Stakes. He 
won four of his ten races at three. but 
got only one stakes victory in his rac- 
ing career, the Independence Handicap at 
Latonia. which he won at four. 

J. O. (Jack) Keene. who had trained Jean 
Valjean. considered him an excellent sire 
prospect and retired him to the Keene- 
land Stud in 1931.

As veterinarian at Ascot Park. Akron’s 
race course, I observed that during the 
season which ended here recently “bleed- 
ers” were 400 per cent more prevalent 
than they were in 1951. By good fortune 
1 have discovered a way of overcoming 
this difficulty and believe that owners. 
trainers. and veterinarians at other tracks 
might welcome some news about it. The 
bleeding to which I refer is that which 
develops while a horse is racing. making 
it falter and sometimes even collapse on 
the track. Although this might not be a 
major Turf problem, still it is common at 
all tracks. and for years has kept many a 
good horse from winning. Sudden unher- 
alded bleeding. as all those who have 
dealt with it know. comes either from the 
nose or from some internal area in which 
small bleod vessels or capillaries rupture 
as the result of undue body strain or ex- 
cessive pressure. As a rule. it is not mere 
oozing but a copious hemorrhage. which in 
every case greatly weakens the horse. In 
nose-bleeding. for instance. the flow usual- 
ly comes with the gush of a shower bath. 
and irequently paints the whole fore-part 
of a running horse red. It is not a pretty 
sight. No matter how far out in front a 
horse might have been when it occurred. I 
don’t know of one which ever won or even 
placed after such bleeding began. In-

stead they either loped on to a dismal 
finish, or stopped in their tracks. 

While the cause of bleeding has not 
been definitely determined. my own opin- 
ion is that humid, muggy weather must 
certainly cause some of it. Much of it. 
too, is probably caused by certain Turf 
practices which if not illegal. should at 
least be frowned on. One such practice is 
to inject horses with concentrated vitamins 
just before a race in order to increase 
its chances of winning. Hormones. too. are 
sometimes injected for the same purpose. 
Most reprehensible of all. however. is the 
injection of heart stimulants. a wholly 
illegal procedure. 

Such reckless 
vitaminous 


injections—be they of 
material. hormones. or heart 
stimulants—invariably increase blood pres- 
sure and thus enhance the bleeding possi- 
bilities of any horse subjected to the extra- 
ordinary strain of a race. 

My answer to the problem is a combin- 
ation of two acids 
both of which 


(oxalic and malonic). 
are the active principles. 
incidentally. in shepherd’s purse. a weed 
growing as rank as dandelion in all parts 
of the temperate zone. As a folk-remedy. 
the blood-clotting qualities of this weed 
have been known for a long time. 


DR. SCOTT injects Koagamin in a horse for the control of bleeding. 


Available to the medical profession as 
Koagamin., and used successfully in human 
surgery for a number of years, this blood- 
coagulator, to my knowledge. has seldom 
if ever before been tried out on racing 
“bleeders.” 

Determined to experiment early this 
season, I obtained some Koagamin from 
Chatham Pharmaceuticals, Inc., in Newark, 
N. J.. and injected it into a 12-year-old 
chestnut horse which, because of recurring 
nose-bleeding. had not won a race in two 
years. It received its first injection (intra- 
muscularly) the day before a race. and 
its second one (intravenously) an hour or 
two before running. The first time after 
such treatment the horse ran a good race 
and came back sound. The next time it 
won on a heavy track. I have treated this 
horse for ten races, enabling it to race suc- 
cessfully each time. 

1 could duplicate this story. with only 
slight variations. at least 16 times. A 
“bleeder” so treated before a race has 


never developed bleeding either during 
or after a race. Most of them, in fact. 


have become more or less consistent win- 
ners. 

After passing the word on to a few 
colleagues. | have since learned that this 
medication has also been used successfully 
at Randall Park in Cleveland. and at the 
two or three other tracks where I know 
it has been tried. My score to date is 
100 per cent. a record | cite not boastfully. 
but with pardonable satisfaction. 

To any race horse veterinarian reading 
this article. 'd like to point out that the 
remedy is easily administered, is non-toxic. 
and produces no unfavorable side-reactions 
whatever.

LORD PUTNAM WINS FOURTH STRAIGHT START 


LORD PUTNAM traveled to New England from New Jer- 
sey to secure his fourth triumph—a win in the Narragansett 
Nursery Stakes. The track was sloppy—his other wins had 
been on fast tracks—but the son of Requested won under 
123 lbs.—giving 3 lbs. to one starter, 12, 13, 14, and 15 lbs. 
to the other nine starters. Lord Putnam was making his 
fourth start—was winning his fourth race—his second stakes 
and had set new track records in his other two starts. 


In entering the stud, Lord Putnam brings a brilliant 2-year- 
old record and a brilliant pedigree. He won five of his six 
starts—beat every horse that opposed him as a juvenile ex- 
cept Battlefield whom he met but once. He was weighted 
at 120 lbs. on the Experimental Handicap—the third high- 
weight. Of the four colts rated higher on the handicap, 
Lord Putnam raced against the top three—he gave Uncle 
Miltie and Big Stretch decisive beatings. Against Battlefield 
he raced at even weights and lost after going the half in a 
brilliant display of speed, :4534,—% off the world record for 
a half mile. 

As for pedigree, Lord Putnam is a son of Requested and from 
a family whose first five dams have all produced stakes win- 
hers, and three of the five have won stakes themselves. The 
family distinguished itself in Europe. Lord Putnam’s sire 
is Requested, from the Questionnaire—King James—Himyar
